He is all pine and I am apple orchard. 
My apple trees will never get across 
And eat the cones under his pines, I tell him. 
He only says, “Good fences make good 
neighbors. 
Spring is the mischief in me, and I wonder 
If I could put a notion in his head: 
"Why do they make good neighbors? Isn’t it 
Where there are cows? But here there are no 
cows. 
Before I built a wall I’d ask to know 
What I was walling in or walling out, 
And to whom I was like to give offense. 
Something there is that doesn’t love a wall, 
That wants it down.” I could say “Elves” to him, 
But it’s not elves exactly, and I’d rather 
He said it for himself. I see him there, 
Bringing a stone grasped firmly by the top 
In each hand, like an old-stone savage armed. 
He moves in darkness as it seems to me, 
Not of woods only and the shade of trees. 
He will not go behind his father’s saying, 
And he likes having thought of it so well 
He says again, “Good fences make good neighbors.”

Paper stock 
throughout the book is 80# Bordeaux. Also included is a Herff Jones 
World Yearbook. 

Headline and caption treatments vary by section; body copy is 
in Avant Garde font. 

Port Huron Northern is a member of Columbia Scholastic Press 
Association (CSPA) and the Michigan Interscholastic Press Association 
(MIPA). Four associations have critiqued Spirit over the past twelve 
years resulting in nine Spartan awards from MIPA and several First 
place and Gold and Bronze medallist awards from CSPA. 

The goal of the Spirit staff was to produce a quality journalistic 
yearbook that would be treasured by staff, students, and their families 
for many years to come. This collection of school news, history, and 
entertaining recollections was produced with revenue developed 
through book and ad sales, along with resources made available by 
the Port Huron Area School District.
